Bethlehem 


Jesus was born, as we all 
know, in one of several caves 
or stalls cut into the side of a 
hill at Bethlehem. It was one 
of the stalls of a caravanserai. 
You may see them even today 
in parts of the Holy Land, in 
India and in Arabia. 


They are picturesque places, ° 


where the camel, donkey or 
horse caravans come. Their at- 
tendants sleep in the stalls or 
on piles of straw and blankets 
in the open by their animals. 
The area about the stalls will 
be filled with dogs, people com- 
ing and going, and with cooking 
fires.» The air will be heavy in 
late afternoon with the smell of 
mutton or goat meat cooking 
and of tea being brewed. All 
about will be véndors of the 
flat, round Arab bread ‘and of 
sweetmeats and tobacco. I, my- 
self, have seen these in Iran 
and India. They are not too 
greatly changed from the time 
of Christ. 

Wherever there are horses and 
camels there is grain. And 
wherever there is grain there 
are birds. 

Now, legend has it that in the 
siall where Jesus was born 
there was a little brown bird 
which had its nest high in the 
top of the stall on a ledge of 
rock. It is a most inconspicu- 
ous bird. It could not sing a 
note. He lived a very dull life, 
and he was shy and sad because 
he could not sing like the other 
birds.

One night, as the lonely, sad 
little bird slept on his nest, he 
was awakened by a great white 
light in his cavelike stall. He 
could hear the angels singing. 
And one of them said: 

“Sing, with us, little bird.” 

“Alas,” he said, “I cannot 
sing.”’

In fact, on’ every Christmas 
morning, at dawn, the rooster 
crows, ‘“‘Jesus Christ is born.’’ 

And the warblers ask, ‘‘When? 
When?” 

And: the crow answers, ‘‘Now! 
Now!”’ 

And the cow moos, ‘“‘Where? 
Where?” :

IN CLEAR N. GEORGIA WATER

Most people still inclined to go after fish 
head south this time of year and keep on the 


so successful as other years. The severity of 
the weather may have something to do with it, 
but the number of winter fishermen has in- 
creased noticeably, and in colds days bass show 
some extra skittish. 

Most often answering the angler’s siren 
cast or trolling Imp is the yellow perch—a win- 
ter fish anywhere in the United States, and par- 
ticularly good in those lakes where they are 
stocked in Georgia. 

The biggest ones are in Burton and Ra- 
bun. They also are found in Tallulah, Cha- 
tuge, Yonah, Tugaloo, but often these lakes 
are pretty dingy. 

Any good sinking, bright and flashy lure can 
bring them in—and bass, too. The wobble-type 
spoons are the favorite of veteran winter wa- 
terman Hogg. -The Imp, and its relatives, 
that is. 

But the spoonplug type lure trolled not as 
fast as in summertime might do the same job, 
although you do ndét have so much control over 
its manipulation as you do the Imp-type lure. 


Best way is to let the lure naturally wob- 
ble to the bottom and gradually let it rise 
and fall, retrieving it more each time. 
Théere’s your sketchbook for winter fishing 
in north Géorgia, and just one last word—don't 
go without life preservers. The water is para- 
lyzing cold.

NEW YORK, Dec. 24 (#~—The 
aports oddity of thé year oc- 
eurred on January 1, 1954. That's 
an oddity in itself. 

Usually the unusual happenings 
of a Néw Year's Day are for- 
gotten or buried under the mass 
of other strangé occurrences in 
sports. This one still stands out 
in the minds of the writers and 
broadcasters participating in the 
Associated Press Year-end poll. 
The scene was the Cotton 
Bow! at Dallas, where a ca- 
pacity crewd watched Rice romp 
ever Alabama. Dicky Moegle, 
elusive Rice halfback was run- 
ning wild and apparently there 
was no way Alabama could stop 
his long runs. 

That is, there was no way until 
Moegle burst into the clear and 
started on a 95-yard jaunt toward 
a touchdown. As he ran near the 
alabama bench, a fired-up young- 
ster named Tommy Lewis forgot 
he wasn't in the game, jumped 


up and tackled Dicky still 42 © 


yards from the goal line. The 
officials, of course, gave Moegle 
and Rice credit for the full dis- 
tance and the touchdown and 
Lewis was almost overcome by 
chagrin as Ricé won the game, 
28-6. 


But the unpredictable public 
didn't cast any blame on Lewis. 
He was hailed as a “great com- 
petitor.”” He was buried under 
sympathetic letters and _ tele- 
grams and delugéd with offers 
to appéar on radio and telévision 
shows and te make banquet 
talks.

Battle of the Budget in January Congress 
Looks Certain To Be Prolonged and Bitter 


WASHINGTON — Sen. Eugene 
Millikin of Colorado, a Republi- 
eah with a strong sense of 
humor, de- 


c 0 n gressional 
leaders as 


ticipants 
almost hear 
the cooing of 
doves. But Mil- 
likin, who is 
also a realist, 
must know that the background 
noise is the hammering together 
of political traps and snares 
which the Democrats mean to 
set for the Republicans. 

One of them, and it may well 
prove to be the biggest one, is 
labeled, ‘‘taxes and debt,” with 
a secondary caption, ‘so you 
promised to balance the budget, 
ha, ha, ha.” Democrats are 
putting figures together and do- 
ing a little erystal-gazing which, 
they claim, shows that the budg- 
et will go unbalanced for each 
of President Eisenhower's four 
years. The total deficit for his 
term in office is likely to reach 
20 billion dollars. 

This is a sort of shoe-on-the- 
other-foot situation for the Dem- 
ocrats, who for years in presi- 
dential campaigns had the 
charge of deficit spending thrown 
at them. Now they are saying 
that, after all, President Truman 
balanced the budget in three of 
his seven years in the White 
House and despite sweeping tax 
cuts passed by the Republican 
80th Congress. What they are not 
saying, naturally, is that two 
years of this budget balancing 
act occurred before the Korean 
War, when the Truman secretary 
of defense had cut the military 
down to 13 billion dollars a year. 

Politics to one side, the battle 
over the budget in the coming 
Congress is certain to be pro- 
longed and bitter. Secretary of 
Defense Charles E. Wilson will 
ask for an additional five billion 
dollars, most of which will go 
for an expanded Air Force and 
a speedup of continental defense. 
The desperate situation in Amer~ 


ica’s schools, with a deficiency . 


of at least 50,000 classrooms, will 
bring new pressure for direct 
federal aid to education. The 
Democrats will not allow the Re- 
publicans to forget that it was 
largely Republican votes that 
brought about transfer of tide 
lands oil to the states when the 
vast revenue from this source 
might otherwise have been di- 
verted to school aid. 

At the center of the conflict 
over taxes and debt will be Sec-

cratic line—from both the spend- 
ers and the savers, 7 


Foremost among the latter is 
Sen. Harry F. Byrd (D-Va). A 
year and a half ago he was chief- 
ly responsible for blocking a rise 
in the debt limit from 275 bil- 
lion dollars to 290 billion dollars. 
The Virginia senator also has 
charged the treasury with leav- 
ing unnecessarily large balances 
in the nations’ banks on which 
the government receives no in- 
terest. 


Byrd and other Democrats is the 
suspicion that various devices 
aré being used to get around the 
debt ceiling. One is by the sale 
of Commodity Credit Corp. cer- 
tificates issued by that govern- 
ment corporation against com- 
modities that it holds under ag- 
riculture loan and subsidy laws.

426,000. 

Some Democratic critics would 
include in this category the pow- 
er plant to be built under the 
Dixon-Yates contract.

To Cover National Conventions on TV 


WASHINGTON Television is proving to be not 
only an educational but a reforming medium, at 
least in the world of politics. 

The Watkins committee got 
the kudos in the downfall of Sen. % 
McCarthy but the opinion of pro- 
fessional politicians is that it 
merely ratified what had been 
accomplished in disorderly tele- 
vised hearings before the Mundt 
committee. This lesson is now 
being reflected in the national 
committees of both parties. 

Both national chairmen are 
for the first time making an early 
and rational start on the arrange- 
ments for their 1956 conventions, 
So far they are acting separately but the impres- 
sion around poth headquarters is that the all- 
around economy and efficiency which would result 
from holding both conventions in the same city 
will compel a bi-partisan cooperation in this field. 

Democrats listened to their TV experts at their 
recent New Orleans meeting and got started on a 
1956 set of rules. Significantly Stephen Mitchell, 
who is retiring as chairman to work for Adlai 
Stevenson's nomination for President, retained the 
chairmanship of the rules committee. 

GOP National Chairman Leonard Hall similarly 
retained the. chairmanship of a convention site 
committee named from the national committee 
ranks. He has called a meeting for Jan. 8 to dis- 
cuss convention preliminaries and problems. 

Hall anticipates a call of the national commit- 
tee a month, or so later to discuss the site com- 


mittee’s recommendations. He naturally does not. 


say so but the probability is that the meeting will 
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larger and harder to handle. The cold fact is that 
no one city really today possesses truly ample and 
comfortable accommodations in which convention 
participants can live and work.

At the 
peak hours, when these streets 
are flooded with far more traf- 
fic than they were built to han- 
die, it becomes more of a lux- 
ury than the city can tolerate. 

It takes just one vehicle, be 
it truck or passenger car, to 
block a lane of traffic. With 
every available lane and more, 
too, needed during the rush 
hours, that is one too many. 
Rush-hour traffic should have 
full access to the streets; it can 
be provided by a strict parking 
ban strictly enforced.

Stock Market Gamblers Are Now Beset 
By Golden Worries About Their Futures 


NEW YORK—"The old Jews had a phrase for 
it—‘golden worries,’"’ said my friend, a Wall 
Streeter with a fund of delightfully varied knowl- 
edge. “‘They would use it when 
some man would make a lot of | 
money and suddenly, instead of 
working hard but fairly happily 
to earn a living, he would spend 
his time worrying how to pre- 
serve and increase his hoard. 

“Thus the expression was 
coined. ‘Golden worries.’ And 
that's what the men in Wall 
Street have today.”’ 

His tale couldn't be more ap- 
propriate or revealing right now. 
For against a background e 
first of 1953-54 recession and now of strong— 
but not sensational—revival, the stock market 
has been surging up, up, up virtually without 

interruption. 

In Wall Street and in Washington, astute ob- 
servers see what is developing and are acutely 
aware of its potential dangers. 

On \paper, my friend—and hundreds of thou- 
sands like him—have made respectable and even 
spectacular sums of money in the last few years 
of climbing stock prices. A stock they bought at, 
say, $25 only six months ago may be at $40 
or $50 or more today. 

They have rolled up beautiful profits just by 
investing and then doing nothing—but since they 
haven't sold their stocks, their profits are strictly 
“on paper.’’

A United Nations report says wear and tear 


on’ carpets, upholstery and other furnishings in 
parts of the glassy U.N. headquarters has been 
eight to 10 times more than originally estimated. 
We hope there is not a note of chagrin in this 
report. 

Such minor wear and tear as is caused by the 
U.N. delegates and staff ought to be encouraging, 
for it is better for diplomats to wear out chairs 
than for nations to wear out armaments. A worn 
chair proves that somebody sat in it, and the 


sedentary posture is one which a peace-loving 
world must approve right now. 


In Wall Street, though, many hesitate to sell 
and take their profits because they simply don’t 
know how much higher prices might go. 


“You're greedy,’’ I chided one of my ac- 
quaintances after listening to him argue at length 
about how much money he'd make if he sold 
now, but how much he might forfeit if he sold 
too soon. 


He shrugged. “But if I sell, then what? I 
don't want just to keep my savings in the bank: 
I want to have my money working for me. Will 
I be able to buy back at lower prices? Will I 
have nerve enough to buy back if prices do go 
down? It's a problem .. .” 


In Wall Street, many are openly uncomforta- 
ble about the extent of the rise and wonder 
where, how, when it will end. 


“I'd like to believe it's sound and safe, but I 
can’t quite convince myself,”’ said another. He 
grimaced. “I guess I'd be more comfortable if 
I hadn’t been so fortunate. Then I wouldn't be so 
afraid."’ 

In Washington, the stock market boom .is now 
being debated at ‘the highest level. And for the 
first time, the warnings ‘‘Go slow!" are be 
telegraphed to the nation via “inspired rumors” of 
possible curbs to restrain the enthusiasm and cut 
the speculation, 

Rumors are circulating that the Federal Re- 
serve Board may make it tougher for a new 
stock buyer to borrow to buy. Today, buyers of 
stocks listed on an exchange have to put up only 
50 per cent of their own cash; they can borrow 
the rest. The rumor is the Reserve Board may 
raise this so-called margin requirement to 75 per 
cent, 


“Borrowing really isn’t heavy, however,”’ one 
authority ‘“‘worried’’ out loud to me when I queried 
him on this. ‘It would be a psychological control, 
and the question is whether it’s justified.’’ 

Other rumors are rising that the Federal Re- 
serve Board may adopt a ‘‘tighter money” policy 
to. clamp down generally on speculation. 

“But that policy could kill the revival alto- 
gether,"’ an official fretted. ‘‘We must be careful. 
Maybe we shouldn't do anything.”’ 

Throughout the feverish inflationary upspiral 
of the ‘40s, the stock market remained sane and 
calm. No one fretted about it. 

Now that most other parts of the economy 
have leveled off or retreated, the stock boom is 
considered a key potential ‘trouble’ spot.

U.S.s Wary Handling of Foreign Affairs 
Is Bringing Relief and Comfort to Allies 


The mistakes of American 
policy are trumpeted to the 
world; the improvements are 
not. Lately, in a quiet way, 
President Eisenhower has 
shifted the emphasis in a vital 
aspect of American policy. He 
has vetoed intervention: at 
Quemoy, put a firm brake on 
Chiang and Syngman Rhee, and 
shown disfavor for the bluntly 
“tough”’ line. ‘2 

This is in marked contrast to 
the American attitude in the 
early spring. Then—a nightmare 
to’ America’s allies—there 
seemed a real risk that the 
United States might by inad- 
vertence cause a world war. Mr. 
Dulles wanted a boundary drawn 
and ‘‘massive retaliation” if the 
Communists crossed it. Mr. 
Dulles, Mr. Nixon, and Admiral 
Radford seemed on the verge of 
drawing the boundary almost 
along the fighting front in Indo- 
china. 

Then came Dien Bien Phu and 
the Laniel government's request 
for an air attack. Some people 
in Washington said that Amer- 
ican aircraft should go in, drop- 
ping atomic bombs. They 
seemed. unconcerned with the 
danger that the United States, 
having fired one shot, would be 
dragged wholly into the war— 
as might China and Russia. That 
crisis, fortunately, was over- 
come. A decision was taken in 
the White House against inter- 
vention, 


) 


More recently Quemoy has 
raised similar problems, ending 
in the President's veto. He has 
rightly refused to take the risk 
of starting a world war over a 
small island which is unimpor- 
tant And in his public statements 
the President, more than afy 
other American in authority, is 
emphasizing the need to walk 
with discretion in the world. 
Armed vigilance is in no way re- 
laxed; the change is in outward 
manner. 

What has caused the change? 

Four reasons may be given. 

First, the common sense of 
people in the United States. At 
the time of Dien Bien Phu there 
was a notable lack of enthusiasm 
for any American commitment. 
People had had enough of Korea, 
and did not want any part in 
another Asian war unless it was 
unavoidable. 

A second reason was General 
Ridgway'’s advice. As Army 
chief of staff he is said to have 
fought strongly in. the National 
Security Council against Amer- 
ican involvement in Indochina 


A third reason is President 


‘Eisenhower's own inclination. 


Although a soldier by profession, 
he is appalled by war. He is con- 
vinced that he must try to keep 
his country out of it. 


Fourth, there was Sir Winston 


Churchill. As he told the House 
of Commons, he went.to see 


_President Eisenhower last sum- 


mer because of what he had 
read about the hydrogen bomb. 
It seems very probable that Sir 
Winston's advice to an old friend 
has| helped to reinforce the Pres- 
ident’s strong personal convic- 
tion, 

This change of emphasis and 
manner should be greeted with 
relief and thankfulness by Amer- 
ica's allies, They want the 
United States to be armed, 
strong and vigilant; but they 
want that strength* to be used 
with care, caution, and a recog- 
nition that the world’s problems 
are too complex to be solved in 
a flash. 


We should 


be thankful, at any 
rate, for the changé which Preés- 


ident Eisenhower is bringing

Bay leaves and rosemary 
circled the head, apples or 
oranges decorated it's tusks and 
music played at it’s entrance.
